Buddy  Ebsen 


Any  trivia  expert  worth  his  salt  knows  the  answer  to  the  question,  "Who  did  a  soft-shoe 
and  sang  Codfish  Ball  with  Shirley  Temple  50  years  ago  in  the  movie  Captain  January  which 
has  become  a  film  classic?"  Too  hard?  How  about,  "Who  was  originally  cast  as  the  Tin  Man 
in  the  Wizard  of  Oz  but  was  adversely  affected  by  breathing  aluminum  dust  powder  on  his  face 
and  after  10  days  was  carted  off  to  the  hospital  with  chronic  bronchitis  and  replaced  by  Jack 
Haley?"  Right!  Buddy  Ebsen. 


Beverly  Hillbillies,  Jed  Clampett,  1962 


Having  found  aluminum  not  to  his  liking 
Ebsen  discovered  he  had  an  affinity  for  gold  and 
has  acquired  over  the  past  ten  years  an  exten¬ 
sive  collection  of  not  only  United  States  gold 
coins,  but  an  important  collection  of  Greek  and 
Roman  gold  coins  and  historic  gold  coins  of  the 
world.  (The  Buddy  Ebsen  Collection  of  Ancient 
and  Foreign  coins  will  be  featured  in  a  Superior 
Galleries  auction  to  take  place  on  June  7,  8,  9, 
10,  1987  and  is  in  a  separate  catalogue.)  His 
United  States  gold  coins  include  a  complete 
type  set  of  U.S.  gold  coins  including  both 
varieties  of  the  Stella  in  Gem  Proof  condition. 
He  has  sets  of  the  $2.50,  $5  and  $10  Indians 
among  his  extensive  holdings  with  the  em¬ 
phasis  always  on  quality.  Ebsen's  collection  in¬ 
cludes  a  lovely  and  extremely  rare  Proof  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  1821  Capped  Head  Quarter  Eagle. 
There  are  Gem  Proof  $3  gold  pieces  including 
the  exceedingly  rare  1854,  of  which  perhaps 
five  or  six  exist  and  a  nice  group  of  early  Half 
Eagles  and  Eagles.  Ebsen  was  particularly  proud 
of  his  Mint  State  65  +  1  907  Indian  Head,  Roll¬ 
ed  Edge  Eagle.  His  Double  Eagles  are  prime  ex¬ 
amples  of  exceptional  quality  combined  with 
rarity  which  is  typical  of  Ebsen's  entire  collec¬ 
tion.  Ebsen  also  has  the  much  coveted  set  of 
1915-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  com¬ 
memorative  coins  housed  in  their  original  cop¬ 
per  frame.  Oddly  enough,  it  is  a  Very  Fine  $50 
Octagonal  gold  piece  that  is  Ebsen's  favorite 
coin.  The  nicks  on  this  1851  Augustus 
Humbert  U.S.  Assay  Office  coin  have  a  Walter 
Mitty  effect  on  Ebsen  as  he  speculates  and  con¬ 
jures  up  visions  of  prior  owners  and  dreams  and 
almost  sees  the  desperadoes,  homesteaders, 
saloon  owners,  prostitutes,  and  cavalry  officers 
who  might  have  fingered  the  hefty  coin. 
Featured  as  Georgie  Russell,  (Davy  Crockett's 
pal)  in  the  Walt  Disney  series,  Ebsen  himself 
could  have  handled  the  coin  130  years  ago  in 
his  imaginings. 


This  initial  1  955  television  success  was  followed  by  Ebsen's  most  memorable  character 
Jed  Clampett  of  the  Beverly  Hillbillies,  which  within  five  weeks  of  its  release,  was  number  one 
in  the  Nielsen's.  Ebsen's  fierce  dignity,  outrageous  costume,  suspicious  scowls  and  chin  stub¬ 
ble  as  Jed,  made  his  a  household  face  as  the  series  ran  for  almost  10  years,  until  production 
was  stopped  in  1971  and  continues  as  reruns.  During  this  time  Buddy  continued  to  work  on 
other  projects,  including  song  writing  and  original  plays  as  well  as  indulging  in  his  favorite  avoca¬ 
tion,  sailing.  As  skipper  of  the  35'  catamaran,  Polynesian  Concept,  Ebsen  was  victorious  in  the 
highly  competitive,  Trans-Pacific  Multi-Hull  race  from  Los  Angeles  to  Honolulu  in  1  968.  He  also 
scored  several  victories  in  England  with  the  swift  cat  in  the  summer  of  1  969.  In  1 972,  the  show 
Barnaby  Jones  was  born,  and  despite  critics'  predictions  of  a  short  life,  Ebsen  s  popularity  kept 
it  alive.  It  is  still  shown  worldwide  on  reruns.  In  March  of  1987  Buddy  was  starred  in  the  NBC 
family  special  Stone  Fox  marking  an  impressive  60  year  career  as  an  entertainer  beginning  in 
1928  when  he  landed  his  first  show  business  job,  a  spot  in  the  chorus  line  of  the  Broadway 
musical  Present  Arms.

Born  in  Bell ville,  Illinois,  April  2,  1908,  Buddy  had  no  intentions  of  pursuing  a  theatrical 
career.  Originally  he  intended  to  be  a  doctor,  but  a  reversal  in  family  finances  ended  his  studies 
and  Buddy  left  college  in  his  sophomore  year,  trading  in  his  stethoscope  for  a  pair  of  dancing 
shoes.  His  father,  a  dancing  school  owner,  had  persuaded  Buddy  to  take  lessons  and  he  arrived 
in  New  York  in  August  of  1  928.  His  Broadway  credits  include  Whoopee  in  1  928  starring  Eddie 
Cantor;  followed  by  Ziegf e/d  Follies,  1934;  Yokel  Boy,  1939 \  Showboat,  1 945  and  Male  Animal, 
1953. 


His  principle  film  credits  include  Broadway  Melody  of  1  935  with  his  dancing  partner  sister 
Vilma;  Broadway  Melody  of  1938  with  Judy  Garland;  Born  to  Dance',  the  Shirley  Temple  pic¬ 
ture  Captain  January,  Banjo  on  My  Knee;  Lucky  Star;  Mail  Order  Bride  and  Breakfast  at  Tiffany's. 


Ebsen  recently  married  and  he  and  his 
wife  Dorothy  reside  in  Long  Beach  in  a  home 
having  a  superb  view  of  the  Pacific.  Future 
plans  include  extensive  traveling,  which  is  the 
primary  reason  he  has  decided  to  dispose  of  his 
numismatic  holdings  at  this  time. 

Superior  would  like  to  thank  Buddy 
Ebsen  for  his  patronage  over  many  years.  He 
has  done  much  to  further  the  cause  of 
numismatics  and  he  has  been  a  good  friend  first 
and  a  loyal  and  appreciated  customer  second. 
We  cherish  our  excellent  past  relationship 
knowing  it  will  continue  into  the  future.  We 
wish  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ebsen  blue  skies  and  smooth 
sailing.

EXTREMELY  RARE  1794  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1873  1794.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Only  one  pair  of  dies  was  used  in  striking  the  Silver  Dollars  this  year.  As  is  typical  of  the  1794, 

some  weakness  of  strike  is  apparent  around  the  periphery.  This  is  most  prevalent  at  the  lower  portion  of  the  date  and  the 
stars  on  the  left,  as  well  as  the  corresponding  portions  of  the  reverse,  especially  around  the  word  STATES.  The  central  areas 
are  nice  and  bold.  This  is  really  a  magnificent  coin  that  is  loaded  with  frosty  mint  lustre.  The  surfaces  are  quite  clean  with 
no  discernible  nicks,  scratches,  or  edge  bumps  that  need  mentioning.  However,  after  careful  examination  under  strong  magnifica¬ 
tion,  we  feel  that  some  of  the  adjustment  marks  located  from  5  to  1 1  o'clock  have  been  removed  years  ago,  and  careful  study 
is  recommended.  Probably  cleaned  long  ago  and  retoned  now.  The  surfaces  feature  a  mixture  of  mottled  warm  golden  toning 
with  some  grayish  violet  overtones.  This  is  a  high  grade  example  of  one  of  the  classics  in  American  numismatics.  This  and 
the  other  1  794  Silver  Dollars  struck,  using  the  single  pair  of  dies,  were  struck  under  crude  conditions,  as  the  working  press 
was  really  intended  for  the  use  of  striking  Cents,  much  smaller  in  diameter.  Consequently,  virtually  all  known  specimens  ex¬ 
hibit  a  myriad  of  striking  characteristics,  such  as  heavy  adjustment  marks.

Fractional  Currency  Shields 

Fractional  Currency  Shields  were  printed  by  the  Treasury  Department  in  Washington  in  1866  and  1867.  The 
Treasury  Department  prepared  the  shields  using  39  uniface  specimens,  comprising  20  faces  and  19  backs.  The 
shields  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  comparing  notes  thought  to  be  counterfeit  and  were  sold,  unframed,  to 
bankers  and  merchants  at  $4.50  each.  Since  there  was  not  much  of  a  demand  for  the  shields,  the  Government 
offered  them  to  collectors.  The  unsold  shields  were  stored  in  the  basement  of  the  Treasury  Department  and 
later  during  a  flood,  most  acquired  waterstains  and  many  were  simply  destroyed. 

The  following  three  lots  represent  a  unique  offering  of  three  different  types  of  shields.  The  first  is  the  more 
common  gray  background  variety;  the  second  is  the  very  rare  pink  background  shield;  and  the  third  is  the  ex¬ 
tremely  rare  green  background  version.  Our  diligent  research  has  revealed  that  there  is  no  record  of  any  auction 
containing  all  three  shields.  We  presently  know  of  only  two  dealers  who  have  the  complete  set.  This  is  a  truly 
rare  opportunity  to  acquire  one  or  all  of  the  shields.

Unique  to 
our  knowledge,  and  according  to  Walter  Breen,  at  the  time 
that  he  wrote  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and 
Colonial  Proof  Coins,  "Unknown,  though  with  the  changed 
design,  Proofs  might  well  have  been  made."

It 
was  reported  to  average  .894  Fine.  Secretary  of  War,  Marcy, 
wrote  an  accompanying  letter  to  Patterson,  The  Philadelphia 
Mint  Director,  concerning  the  use  and  disposition  of  this  of¬ 
ficial  deposit  of  228  ounces  of  California  gold,  "If  a  metal 
is  thought  to  be  pure  gold,  as  I  doubt  not  that  it  will  be,  I 
request  you  to  reserve  enough  of  it  for  two  medals  ordered 
by  Congress  and  not  yet  completed,  and  the  remainder,  with 
the  exception  of  one  or  two  small  bars,  I  wish  to  have  coin¬ 
ed  and  sent  with  bars  to  this  department.  As  many  may  wish 
to  prepare  specimens  made  with  California  gold,  by  ex¬ 
changing  other  coins  for  it,  I  would  suggest  that  it  be  made 
into  Quarter  Eagles,  with  a  distinguishing  mark  on  each." 
Of  course,  at  the  time,  the  Quarter  Eagle  was  the  smallest 
United  States  gold  coin  as  the  Gold  Dollars  were  not  in¬ 
troduced  until  the  following  year,  1849.  The  regular  issued 
dies  were  used  in  the  striking  with  CAL.  incused  on  the 
reverse  directly  above  the  eagle.  This  was  stamped  in  at  the 
Mint  while  the  coin  was  still  in  the  die.  One  curious  fact 
which  helps  to  identify  a  genuine  stamp  is  that  the  period 
after  CAL  is  square,  not  round.  The  CAL  is  to  signify  that 
the  coin  was  actually  minted  from  the  first  mined  gold 
received  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  from  California.  Thus  mak¬ 
ing  this  the  first  commemorative  coin  ever  struck  by  the 
United  States  Mint.  An  estimated  1,389  Quarter  Eagles  were 
struck  from  this  deposit.  However,  from  its  frequency  of  ap¬ 
pearance  and  the  fact  that  bars  were  also  minted,  we 
seriously  doubt  that  that  many  coins  were  actually 
distributed.  Easily  the  most  popular  Quarter  Eagle  and  cer¬ 
tainly  one  of  the  classics  of  the  entire  U.S.  gold  series.  Not 
only  by  Quarter  Eagle  enthusiasts,  but  by  a  myriad  of  others 
as  well:  type  collectors,  date  collectors,  territorial  gold  col¬ 
lectors,  commemorative  collectors  and  collectors  of

"In  our  opinion,  this  is  probably  the  rarest  Mint  State 
Three  Dollar  Gold  Piece  prior  to  our  Bareford  Sale,  the  last 
specimen  we  had  at  auction  was  in  our  Hall  Collection  in 
1945.  David  Akers  could  only  find  three  records  of  sales  in 
1944:  Stack's,  Hall  and  Bell  Sales,  and  Mehl's  Olsen  Sale. 
He  was  unaware  of  this  piece,  which  Mehl  had  in  a  1954 
sale. 

"The  date  itself  is  vastly  underrated.  We  quote  from 
Aker's  book.  'Overall,  it  had  the  lowest  average  of  any  date 
in  the  entire  series.'  In  fact,  this  is  the  only  Mint  State  ex¬ 
ample  offered  in  a  dozen  or  so  years.  We  would  not  be  at 
all  surprised  if  this  rarity  realized  a  bid  close  to  the  five-figure 
mark."
